1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 
37 CFR 1.312.

In Response to Restriction/Election filed on 01/27/05, Applicant elected group II, 
claims 6-9 and 13, for further prosecution without traverse. Therefore, Group I, claims 2-
